Foxrthly, his former reſolution at 
a comvcell of WW arre was, if they were beaten from the Line, to fire 
the Suburbs and retreat into the Town, t laſt tofire the Town 
and retreat into the Caſtle, ro which purpoſe Orders were given 
our; and yet when we conſider how he had pefteres the Caſtle with

| loon after we dilcovered the Enemies quarters on 
fire, for upon our advance: they deferted the ſiege, 
and marched away all chat night in fear and dilor- 
der : the Rereguard of our Army,lome Ordnance and 
Ammunition ſtayed on the top of the hils by reaſon of 
the ſteepneſle thereof , darknefle of the night, and 
cempeſtuouſneſle of weather, whereby (bclides the 
famine) the whole Army had for three dayes march 
before, extremely ſuffered through a Country tha 
the Enemy had already deſtroyed , and that. night 
chrough the violence of cold and rain divers of thets 
horles died.

which he did about one of the clock in the night, 
ſending ina party of horle(under the command of 
Major Robert Hammulton)to leize upon the Centinels & 

-1ards , whileſtwe with the reit of the horſe beguir 
 thetown,& ab orlom-hope of foot(commanded by(\l. 
Alex. Brackley) and his Excellencies-own toot Regiment 
entred the Town, and lurpriled 2 Regiments of horſe 
(being Sir Nich. (riſþes and (ol. Spexcers)which were 
both by the confelsion of their own priſoners, inten- 
ded for raiſing a commotion in Kent, We took there like- 
Wile 40. loads of viftuall, which under Gods providence 
was the preſervation of the Army till the day that we 
fought the great battaile; there were taken 6. ſtandards, 
all the Officers except the two ( olonels, which were ab- 
ſent,with divers other Gentlemen of quality , aboye 

00. common Souldiers, and 400. horſe. 

On Satarday his Excel: marched 5. miles to Crick- 
lade, and on Swnday as far, to Swinden,where we had a 
Sermon in the afternoon ,. the Reader may  oblerve 
what long marches wee made to avoid fighting

On Monday morning our intention being for Hun-

as I in this book have plainly proved. Now-l will ſhew you in brief 
of Gods love and mercy. For it the Pope and his Clergy. and the 
Biſhops and their Clergy will forſake the old Law, . and their falſe 
power, and falſe doctrines and traditions, which is contrary to the 
true worſhip and will of God, and then be reconciled to Chriſt and 

_ the ſecond covenant of grace, God is rich in mercy to forg;vethem 
2nd receive them into his ever] i{/ing kingdome, of glory. Whete- 
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foreT will conclude with S.Paul,as it Is written 1 Tim;2.3. For this 
is good and acceptable in the ſight of God out Saviour , who will 
have all mento be ſaved and to cometo the knowledge of thetruth, 
for there 1s one God, and one Mediator berweene God and men, 
the man Chriſt Jeſus , who gave himſelfe a ranſome for all to be 
teſtified in duetiime, whereunto I am ordained 2 Preacher , Iſay 
 againe, Whereunto God my glorious Father hath ordained mete 
be a Preacher, I ipeake the tiuth in Chriſt and lye nor, for the ſpi- 
rit of God drawes but one way, thatisro Chriſt, and tothe obedt- 
encc of the new Covenant, my text ſatth, All things that reproverh 
are made manifeſt by the Iight, Now by that light God hath given 
co me I ſhall reprove the Anabaptiſts, which will nor allow young 
children to be baptized, bur by the help of God I will prove in 
bricfe by human reaſon , and fpiricuall fignification of Scripture, 
that they are deceived in theirjudgement, my firſt proofe is Heb 10. - 
For the Law having aſhadow of good things to come, which doth 
ſignific that the old Law was atype and ſhadow of the New, forthe 
Apoſtle ſairh plainly concerning the Jews which were under the 
UId Law, he ſaith they were baptized to Moſes in thecloud, 1 Cor. 
10.2. the cloud ſigntficth the Old Law, now I underſtand that Mo- 
ſes did not baptiſe with water, bute0 ſignifie that circumcifion was 2 
type of Baptiſme, and young children were circumcifed at eight 
dayes old. Againe, 1 finde it written A##s 16. concerning the Jaylor 
and Lydia, which were converted by S.Paul, it is ſaidthey and all 
their houſhold were baptized. 

Now what man is able ro gainfay bur thoſe two perſons might 
have youngchildren that were baptized by S. Paul: Againe, As 2. 
when the Apoſtle rold the Jews that they had-crucified the Lord of 
life, they were pricked in'their hearts, and ſaid, Men and brethre:, 
what ſhall we x 2 Peter anſwered, Repent and be baptized,and ye 
ſhall receive the'giftt of the holy Ghoſt, forthe promile is ro you 
and to your children; theſe places of Sc1ipture doth plainly fignifie 
that all young children ot faithtull parents are to be baprized to the 
myſticallbody.of Chciſt.. Againe, > wg ſajd, Suffer little children 
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ro come to me, and forbid them nor, for to ſuch belongeth the king- 
dome of God : Marke this point 1 beſcech you, for Chriſt ſaith 
plainly, that the kingdome of God dorh belong to young children, 
and Chriſt and his Goſpell ſtznifie Chriſt and his Kinedome. Now 
if I askethe Anabaptiſts if they doe beleeve the Baptifine with wa- 
rerto be an holy Ordinance , which doth belong to the body of 
Chriſt and to the ſecond Covenant of grace, they will anſwer, yea; 
why then my anſwer to them is in briefe, that all thoſe thar will 
not {ſuffer young children ro-be bapuzed , they doe exclude them 
from the myſticall body of Chriſt, and from the ſecond Covenant 
of grace; I pray God giveall ſuch people grace to forſake that 
wicked prictife, or cl{e they will draw downe the fiery wrath of 
God upon their owne foules, and thus I praiſe God I have proved 
in bricte by humane reaſon, and by plaine ftgnification of Scripture, 
that young children muſt be baptized. Againe, I have ſhewed you, 
rhat thoſe tiwo beaſts doth ſignifie the Pope and his clergy, and the 
Bithops and their Clergy, that their falſc power are both as one. 
I; is written John 16.13,14, Chriſt ſaith plainly, When hethe 
Spirit of truth.is come he will guide you into all cruth;he ſh3ll glori- 
fie mc, for he ſhall receive of mine and ſhall ſhew it unto you, marke 
Tbeſcech youthe commanding power of God, for Chriſt Fe{us who 
is the true and perte& God, he faith-cxpref]y,that the ſpiric of truth 
ſha! iccc1ve of his, and ſhal ſhew ic unto you : Now by that ſpirit of 
eruth which Chriſt hath given unto me, 7 will ſhew yo! 1n bricte 
the t;uc fionification of Chriſt and his glorious Chwmch with thoſe 
holy Ordinances which doth belong unto-it, for there are three thar 
bLeire r:cord in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the holy Ghoſt, 
anc: cheſc three are one, 1 1#hn 5.1. the Word ſignifieth Chriſt Jeſus 
who is the ſecond perſon inTrinity, and al thoſe people that wil 
be reconciled to! Chriſt and tothe divine power of his word-,' their 
ſpirirs ſhal be joyned to rhe glorious Trinity ,. my firſt proofe is in 
2 Cor.13.3. Examine your ſelves whether ytbe in the faich , know 
you not that Chriſt Jeſus is in you, cxcepr:yce bee reprobates : - But 
;5W is Chriftin bus people 5 my anſwer is,.by the vertue and divine 
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ower of his word which is revealed in his Goſpel. Again, Cor.6. 
19. What, know you not that your body is the temple of the holy 
Ghoſt which is in you. Againe, Epheſ. 4.4. Thereis one body, one 
ſpirit, one taich, one God and Father of all, who is above all, and 
through all, and in you all : Theſe three places of Scripture doth 
plainly prove and juſtifie, that all rhoſe people thar will be reconci- 
lcd co Chriſt, and to the obedience of his word, which is revealed in 
the New Teſtament , ther ſpirits ſhall be joyned to the holy and 
glorious Trinity, Father, Son, and holy Ghoſt , which ſhall be alf 
ingraffed as in one man, though they ſhall bein number thouſands 
of thouſands, and thus I praiſe God T have ſhewed you in bricfe the 
true foundation of rrue and found Religion, which by the help of 
Gad I dare boldly ſay, that the Devill and all his carnall Miniſters 
ſhall never be able for to overthrow or ſhake this foundation. Now 
by the help of God I will ſhew you in bricfe, how and after what 
manner children are to be baptized, .for I think it fic thatthe Mini- 
ſter firſt reade that portion of Scripture Gal.z.21. Forif there had 
beenea Lazy given that could have given life, verily righteouſneſſe 
ſhould have beene by the Law, but rhe Scripture harh concluded all 
under fin , that the promiſe by the faith of Jeſus Chriſt might be 
given to them that belceve, bur before faith came, that is , before 
Chrift came we were kept under the Law, ſhut up unto the faich 
which ſhould afterwards be revealed, which faith was revealed by 
Chriſt and the twelve Apoſtles, For yeareall the children of God 
by faith in Chriſt Jeſus, for'as many of you as have beene baptized 
into Chriſt have pur on Chriſt, and then after this Scripture is read, 
I think it fir for the Miniſter to reade the Lords Prayer, and then the 
Miniſter ſhall baptiſe the child, naming it by the name as the Father 
of the child,or ſome other in his ſtead ſhall give it,and ſhal ſprincklc 
water on the face of the child, ſaying, I baptiſe thee in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the holy Ghoſt, fora ſcale and 
pledge that for ever hereafter thou ſhalt not be aſhamed to fight un- 
der the banner of the ſuffering of the Croſſe of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, bur to continue his faithfull ſouldier even to thy lives end :

So when the ehild i3 baptiſed with water, T think it fit for the Mini- 
{ter to declate theſe words, ſaying, Chriſt ſo loved his Church and 
eave himſclfe forit, that he might preſent it to himlelfe a olorious 
Church, not having ſpot or wrinckle or any ſuch thing, bur that ic 
{ſhould be holy and without blemifſh, Fpheſ. 5. thar is, Chriſt wil 
have his Church which are baptized to his glorious body to bee 
ſo chaſt unto himſelf and to his glorious Goſpel, that it ſhould be 
free from falle doctrines and falſe worſhip which proceedeth from 
the devil, 1doe notſay that we ſhal be free from failings and infir- 
mities herein this world, for a child as ſoone as it is baptiſed it is 
joyncd to the gloious body of Chrift, but then God wil have them 
as they grow in ripeneſle of ycares, that they ſhould be fed with the 
fincere milke of the word in the dodrine of the New Teltament, 
that they may grow thereby in heavenly wiſdome, from grace to 
crace and ſtrength co ftrength, until wee all come into the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge ofthe Son of God unto a perteR 
man, tothe meaſure of the ſtature of the fulneſſe of Chriſt , Ephel, 
4. that ye beno more children in underſtanding toffed roo and fro 
and carried about with every winde of doctrine and flight of men, 
:n.1cunning craftineſſe whereby they lye in waite to deceive. bx

by his ſuffering, now on the other fide, baptiſme and the bread and 
wine they are the holy Ordinances which doth belong to the mw 
fticall body of Chriſt, and to the ſecond covenant of grace, for 
Chriſt ſaith plainly, Luke 22. 20. This Cup is my blood in the 
New Teſtament which is ſhed for you : thereforeT ſay againe, the 
Sacrament of bread and wine doth belong tothe body of Chriſt, 
nd ro the New Teſtament, the Apoſtle faich , He that catcth and 
drinketh unworthily cateth and drinketh damnation to himſelfe, 
becauſe he doth nor difcerne the Lords body : Wherefore I pray 
God give the Biſhops and the Clergy all grace forte forlake the 
old Law and Teſtament which Chriſt hath redeemed us from, and 
that they may be reconciled to Chriſt and to the ſecond Covenanr, 
which it they ſhall wilfully. refuſe to doe, they wil be-ſureto eatc 
and drinke their owne damnation. : 
1 Againe, if any man-or woman-have committed the ſin of theft or 
adulcery,or any other hainous fin,I pray God give all ſuch graceto 
 forfake it by curning to Chriſt by true repentance,and then letthem 
eat of that bread and drink of that cup, ro their everlaſting joy and 
comfort : for Chriſt is the fountain of mercy and love, which dorlh 
not deſire that any ſhould periſh, bur rather that all ſhould cometo 
the knowledge of the truth and be ſaved : for the office of a Preach- 
er is this. Firſt, he muſt ſhew the'people how they muſt be ingratred 
mto the true vine-Chriſt, by the divine-power of his Word,andthea 
the people may grow in grace after they be ingraftcd into the true 
vine: for as grace and vertue doe grow by degrees, by the diviae 
power of the Word of Chriſt, tharwill be a means to caule fin and 
wickedneſſe todie and vaniſhour of the people.

fellowſhip of God the Holy Ghoſt bleſſe, k-ep aad defend you from 
this time forth and evermore, Amen. Thus I praiſe God I have 
proved,that no people have any due or rizht to the holy Sacrament 
of bread and wine but ſuch as wil be reconciled to Chriſt and tothe 
{econd covenant of grace. NowT wil ſh: you in briefe for the 
marriage, for I think it fit that the man and woman rake one ano- 
ther by the hand,and ſay theſe words after the Miniſter, 1 Fohn take 
Anne to my wedded. wite, to love and cheriſhin fickneſſe andin 
healch, until death us depars,according as God hath commanded,by 
che divine power of his Word, and therennto 7 give thee my troth: 
and then for the woman, ! Anne take Zohnte my wedded husband, 


20 love and to cheriſh in fickneſſe and in health, until death us depart 


according as God hath commanded by the divine power of his 
Word, and thercunto / give thee my troth. And after this the Mr 
niſter ſhal read that part of Scripture as is written, Eph.5. beginning 
at the 22. Verſc, and read to the end of the-chaprter. And thus 1 
praiſe God 7 have ſhewed you in brief what wil be ſufficient for mar- 
riage, whichis agreeable to Gods Word, and wil aow for the burial 
of rhe dead: 7 think it fit that the dead bodie be caried into the 
Church,and there may be Divine Service or Preaching, for the cdi- 
Tying of che people, and then lay the dead body into the grave, and 
the Prieſt and people may {ing tothe praiſe and glory of God the 
I13. Plalme, fortherec is no cauſe of mourning for tho{e that dic 
inthe faith of Chriſt : therefore / ſay again, »/ thinke it fic when the 
dead body is laidin the grave for the Prieſt and people to (1nga 
Plalme, And thus 7 have ſhewed you in-bricfe what wil be ſuffici- 
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ent forthe buria! of the dead, Now for Church-government, 7 
think it fit for to have a Juſtice of Perce in every Pariſh of nore for 
ro bear the ſword of juſtice,for ro puniſh the evil doers, and for the 
upholding of the juſt and good. -Againe, Tthinke ir fit for to have 
Church- Wardens and Side- men in every Pariſh as already ts, for to 
keep the Houſes of Ged tn repair,and for gathering of money for the 
poore,that the hungry may be fed, and the naked may be cloathed, 
that ſo the members of Chriſt may rejoyce in glory together. Now 
ſome will ſay, this Church-government hath beene held here in 
Envland 11long time. My anſwer is, in ſome reſpedts it is very good:

For Er4 ending his ſto- 
ry of Darius in the fixth chapter begins his ſeventh 
thus : Now after theſe things in the reigne of Artax- 
erxes King of Perſia, crc. \\ hich words ſhew plain- 
ly that he ſpake of another King,and of things done 
long ater Dari#s. Belides, in the ſeventh yeere of 
Artaxerxes, Ezra had Commulhon ts ſet Maziſi rates 
and Indzes over the people , which could nor be the 
next yeere atter the finiſhing of the Temple, unleſfe 
we will ſuppoſe that Zerubbabelthe Governour,and 
teſhua the High-Prieſt, and the other Magiſtrates, 
did all die together ona ſudden,as ſoon as the Tem- 
ple was finiſhed, That 
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That Xerxes hindered the buildinz of the Temple, 6,1. 41- 
Thar Artaxerxes Longimanus was brother ts Xerxes , '1ſmau pa. 
 whomall Hiſtories with gne conſent declare to be 
his ſonne : That he reigned but 36. yeeres : that Ar- 
taxerxes Mnemon reigned 11, yeeres with his father, 


and 10. alone , and infinite {ſuch like ablurdities. 


Neither can they excuſe themſelves, becauſe of 
the diverſity of W riters touching the time oft. theſe 
Kings. For the beſt and ſoundeſt Writers doe not 
differ : 4yd that which is, and hath from time to time 
bene generally received, muſt be taken for. truth. But 
thele tollow none art all,and cannor ſo much as find 
one pur-blind Author to countenance their inventi- 
ons. And therefore they doe cautzouſly omir the 


particular accompr of Daxzels 70, weeks. 


Burt Mr. More tels us, that Daniels 70. weeks muſt 
needs berin at the very end of their 70. yeeres captivi- 
ty,or elſe the analozie of their 70, yeeres captivity, and

comfort were not ſo forcibly brought by the Angel , rf

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lifting up of the Serpent in the Wilderneſle, and 
rhe lifting up of the Sonne of man,there was a true 
analogy : y-t there interceded 1512. yecres, Be- 
rweene Jonas his being three dayes andthree nights 
in the Whales belly, and the Sonne of man his be- 
ing three dayes and three nights in the heart of the 
carth, there was a true analogy:yet there 1nterceded 
about 820.yeers. Between Chriſts ſuffering, and the 
ſignes now adminiſtred in the Lords fupper, there is 
2rrue analogy : yet the time fince He ſuffered is 
more then 16009, yeeres. Therefore it is manifeſt, that 
the analogy betweene Fwdab's 70. yeeres Captivi 
ry and Damel's 70. weekes may well ſtand, though 
the weeks doe not immediately begin in the endot 
the Captivity. 

Nor does any meane time betweene the Jewes 
Captivity, and their liberty, diminiſh rhe comfort 
thereof more then the 46. yeeres till the Iſraclites 
were peaceably poſlefled ot the Land of Canarn,di- 
miniſhed their comfort: ot beirg freed trom Egypt 
the houſe of bondage.

Unity 
amongſt his Churches and Children myſt needs there- 
fore be very acceptable unto him : For out of the more 
deep ſenſe defires are ferchr from within us, the more- 
pleaſing will be the anſwer of them unto us. Churches 
and Kingdames are deare to God, his patience towards 
them, his compaſſions 'over them , more thenparticu- 
jar perſons,ſheweth ir plainly.

Delivered by Mr Alexander Henderſam, 


immediately before the taking of the Coye- 
nant by the Houſe of Commons, and 
Aſſembly of Divines, 


Lthough the time be farre ſpent, yetam I bold 
(Honourable, Reverend, and Beloved inthe 

LorJ) to crave your paticace alittle; It were 

both ſinne'and ſhame tous in this ſo acceptable a time, 
in this day,which the Lord bath made,to be ſilent and to 
ſay nothing ; 1f we ſhould hold our peace, wee could 
neither be anſiverable to God, whoſe cauſe and work 
is in hand; norto this Church and Kingdome, unto 
which we have made fo large profeſſion of duty, and owe 
much more ; nor to our native Kingdom, ſo abundant in 
afteQion toward you; nor to our own hearts, which cx- 
ccedingly rejoyce to ſee this day : We have greater rea- 
ſon then the leprous men fitting in a time of great ex- 
rremity at the gate of Samarra, to ſay one to another, 
We doe not well, this day is a day of good tidings, and ' 
we holdour peace > It is true the $yriazs are not yet 
fled z but our hope is through God, that the work be- 
gun this day, being fiacerely performed and faithfully 
| | purſued, 
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purſued, ſhall put to flight, not only the S57iaut and 

Batylonians , but all other Enemies of the Church of 

God , of the Kings honour, and of our liberty and 
aCC. 

For it is acceptable to God and wel-pleafing in his 
fohr, when his people come willingly in the day of his 
power (and how ſhallthey not be willing in the day of 
his power > ) to enter a religious Covenant, with 
him, and amongſt themſelves. Whatſoever be the con- 
dition of the people of God, whether in ſorrow and 
humiliation before deliverance or in rejoycing and 
thankſpiving after deliverance; this is it, which chie Lord 
waits for ee hands, which they have been uſed to 
- performe, and with which he bath been ſo well pleaſed, 
that ir bath beep the fountaine of many deliverances 
and blefſings uvtorcbem. 'Whett a people beginneth to 
forget God, hee lifteth up his hand againſt them ah 
ſiniteth ther. : And when his people, humbled before 
him , lifrup their hands, nbr only in {application ; but 
in Covenant before rhe a High ; he is pleaſed 
(ſuch is his mercy add wondetfoll ' compaſſion ) Firſt, 
to lift his hand unrothem;faying,/ am the Lord your God, 
as we have ir three times in two verſes of the 20% of 
Ezekiel ; And ext he; ftretcherh ont hishand againft 
his Enemies-and theirs. It is the beſt work of Paith,to 
joyn in Covenant with God ; the beſt work of love and 
Chriſtian Communion, to joyn in Covenant with the 
people of God; the beſt work of the beft zeale, to joyne 
in Conthar for Reformation, againft the Enemies of 
God'ard Religion, the beſt work of true loyalty,to joyn 
in Covenant tor' the prefervation ofour King and Su- 
periours, and the beſt one” naturall affe&tion (and 
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to bee without naturall affeRion, is one of the great 
ſinnes of the Gentiles) to joyn in Covenant for de- 
fence of our. Native Countrey , Liberties,and Lawes, 
Such as for theſe neceſſary ends doe withdraw and are 
not willing to enter into Covenant,bave reaſonto enter 
intotheir own hearts, and ro look into their faith, love, 
zeale, loyalty, and naturall affeRion. 

As it is acceptable to God, ſo have we for itthepre- 
cedent and example, not onely of the people of God of 
old, of the Reformed Churches of Germany, and the 
Low-Countreys ; but of our own Noble and Chriſtian 
Progenitors in the time. of the danger of Religion, 
which is expreſſed in the Covenant it ſelfe, The defeR 
was ; They went not on throughly to enter ina Solemn 
Covenant ; an happineſſe reſerved for this time : which 
had they done, the cortuptions andcalamities of theſe 
dayes might have been prevented: And ifthe Lord ſhall 
be pleaſed to move, looſe, and enlarge the hearts of his 
people in his Majeſties Dominions to take this Cove- 
nant , fot in ſimulation, nor in luke-warmneſle, - as 
thoſe that are almoſt perſwaded to be Chriſtians, but as 
becommeth the people of God, it ſhall be the pre- 
vention of many evils and miſeries, and a meane of 
many and rich bleſſings, ſpirituall, and temporall,to our 
ſelves; , Our: licle-ones ,. and, the - Poſterity that :ſhall 
come after us for. many Generations. | 

The tieere and neighbouring example of the Church 
and Kingdome of Scotland, ts in this caſe worthy of 
our beſt obſervation ; When the Prelats there , were 
grown by their rents, and Lordly Dignities, by their ex- 
orbitant power over all ſorts of his Majeſties SubjeRs, 
Miniſters and others , by their places in Parliament,

_ ple of God through their oppreſſion in Religion, Liber- 


ties, and Lawes, and what was deareſt unto them, were

No:tongue can: tell'whatmas 
tions fillet rhe- hearts:/ what teares iwerei poured forth 
from the eyes, 'and whar cryes'came fromthemailthes 
of many thouſands in that Land, when they found-an 
unwonted flame warming: their breaſts , and perceived

youneglect, you live contrary to your owne pretended delire, _

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conſequently, your prayer is yaine, and hypocriticall,an abominatioh 

rojthe Lord. Bur if your prayer be hearty,and your endevours anſwe- 

rable, that thereby you are prepared to meet the Lord, whenſoe- 

ver he ſhall call for you, death then can never be ſudden, let it come 

when ic will,and how it will, or by whom it will, So much truth 
ha.h that of Solomonsin it, < Thowgh the righteons be prevented with ©/ 4.7:

knew you how otherwiſeto beſtow it. Whatthank-worthy is it to 
de willing to leave your ſinnes, when you can keep them no longer ? 
to renouncethe wor!d and its vanities, when you mult be tcok from 
them? co give mears tothe poore, when you your ſelves cannot make 
uſcof them? to forgive yaur enemies, when you are difinabled to 
recurn their injuries? or to perlwade your wife and children torely 
on my providence, becauſe you can no longer lay up for them ? 
2. 'Tis uſually unfound. Many art their laſt gaſpe with teares in their 
eyes,groancs in their hearts,and confeſſion in their mouthes miſcarry 
and goeto hell, which we aſluredly conclude to be in heaven, and 
have ofc with joy related what good ends they have made, looking 
onely attheir laſt penfiveneſle, and not attheir former lives, by which 
onely may we gueſle what followes death, death being the Ecchoto 
life,ſo we uſually dye as we live. This ſad truth my own reaſon and 
experience makes good, Some have I knownin extremity of ficknes, 
being as they chought the laſt, have made large confeſkons of their

hath anAified his viſitation unto me, by a reclaimed, ftrit,and exem= 
plary life : yet being reſtored againe to their former Rrength and 
iberty,{ Dogges and Sowes a5 they are } have ſuddenly reurned to 
their vomit and mire;this my experiencetels me : now my reaſon tels 
me,that had theſe wretches died inthis their repentance, which the 
devill madethem belceve,and they us. was ſound and true, they muſt 
neceſſarily have goxeto he!l, becauſetheir after relapſes, and wal. 
lowings proved them to be counterteits, 

Thus are we neceſſitated to fear the miſcarrying of all theſecareleſs 
ones,though they are permitted todyein their beds witha long and 
ordinary knee Ohthen in what danger do they live?and how do 
they-walke upon the brinke of hel}, which care not through repen- 
trance and humiliation to make their peace with God in theſe dif. 
mall, bloody, dying times of ours, when probably this benefit of 
dying by a long fickneſſe inthe bed, being der.yed them, they may 
be ſuddenly cut cff with a head full of Wine, hands full of opprefſi- 
on,eyes full ofuncleannefſe, and a heart full of nialice ; andthinke 
( Ohthinke ) what then ! | 

I know the jolly cuſtomary ſinners ordinary objection, (no 


oreat decifion,fure ] am,no diſprofit to anſwer it) Though weas yet 


' take our ſwing in the wayes and courſes of the world, and death 


may overtakeus ere we are prepared for it; yet God can make us 
doe much in a litcle time, and that as much in as lictle time tuo, as 
the thiefe on the Croſle did. 


'Tis truth, to God nothing is impoſſible, much leſſe can any thing

death,and thereupon forthwith betook himſcIfunto God in a long andferi- 
cus prayer,and unleſſe it were in ſomeneceſſary intermiſſions of relt, of re- 
ceiving eicher ſpicituall or temporall food and Phyſick,he continued inthe 
fame po{ure and ation untill his laſt fic, which took himaway praying : 
Nay,when he was quite tyred with the extremity ofhis fic, & fleep offered 
it felfe, he would off refuſe it, ſaying, he could not ſpare fo much time from 
hisdevotions;and when I anſwered bimthat by reſt he would bethe better 
ficted and quickned for prayer,he replyed,but(ob!) Iſhal haveill thoughts 
get within me even in my ſleep to my great hinderance:at laſt when I cold 
himthat ſuch ill thoughts, that ſeized on him thus unwillinly, and were 
ſuddenly forrowed for,awaking would as ſoon vaniſh and be pardoned;he 
was wich much difficulcy brought to admit of an houres intermifhon for 
that reft,which he ſo much wantedsYeteyen then too did he manifeſt him- 
(elf part of the Church (of Chrifts Spouſe) who though ſhe lepr,yet her heare 
»e;edb; for ſeemingly to us aſleep, yet many times the up-moving of his

ly awaked, with ſuchearneftneſſe even in his extreameſt fits did he faſten 
his eyes, and hands,and heart too, (I dare ſay) towards heaven, that I be-

«nd the Son of man ftanding #n the right hand of God, whom hethen fo car. 
neltly plyed to pray the Father for him. He came at laſt ro ſuch a delight 
in prayer, that ſpending one whole almoſt even a terrible night of many 
threatning fits in this heavenly Colloquy and familiaricy with God ; and 


I asking bim the morrow following, how he had ſped that night; Ohſa -_ 
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he, I have had many brave fits, and cold me withall that God would no 
ſetrimloſe one fit , but ever after it he found his faith and comfort en. 
creaſing,The Lord by them cocs work me{ſaid he) and by degrees ] creep 
unto him, 

When we firit fateabout the great buſineſſe of preparation for death; 
which truth is,ought to be the buſineſſe and task of our wholelife,] could 
not takethe courſe uſuall with me on the like occaſions: firſt,toadminifter 
the Law,its exactneſs,terrors and curſes on the diſobedience,allowing ſome 
certaintime and dayes forthe working of it , ere I adminiliredthe Goſpel: 
but by reaſon of the danger his fits threathed, I was forc't to make a con. 
fetion of the Law and Goſpel,to adminiſter them mingled,and compoun. 
ded,acquainting him atthe ſametime with terroursand comforts, threats 
and promites,hell and heaven, left he might have been ſuddenly cutoff in; 
deſperate ſorrow, or a falſe joy. And ( God bee prayſed ) accordingly it 
wrought with him;now you ſhould have his eyes faſtened on the ground 
in token of humiliation , anon piercing the Heavens in token of confi.

Lo, the winter #5 paſt, the raine ts over, the flawers appeare onthe earth, the 
time ofthe ſinging of birds ts come, the voyce of the T urtle us heard. Forl aske 
ing him whether or no his comfort did encreaſe, he anſwered me,excellent» 
ly, greatly ; and how faith held out, hee reply«d, frongly, eventhen when 
could ſcarce hear him : Whereupon demanding of him (oath I wasthe 
the Devill ſhould at laſt gull him ) whether he could atthe preſentrefilt 
unto blocd, be burnt, uncergoe the fiery tryall for his Saviours cauſe and 
ploy; ke anſwered me;gladty. gladly. Laftly, the Lord fo much ſhewed | 

imſeIfunto him,gave him (o full a view of his treaſures, ſuch a largeraſie 
of thoſe joyes that were laid up for him in heaven (as wee are charitably 
given to bclieve)that he underwent theextremity of his firs not with pa- | 
tienceonly, but with comfort, and left the world, (his wealth, friends and 
p:caſures) not out of a dull ſenſe of the paine and agony of his ſickneſſe or 
a p1opherick fenfibleneſle of the miſcries falling on thi: Kingdom, (which 
he wouldoft lament) nor made he in this reſpeEt a yettue of neceſſity,care* 
letly lefc it becauſe he could no longer enjoy it : this were likea condeme 
ned thiefe er traytor, whoſecm willing to lay down theirlive-, b:cauſe 
they canno longer keepthem: nor inthis, or thar,or the other falſe reſpeR 
did he welcomedeath , but therefore was with joy and cheerfylpeſle dif

Some men are much miſtaken , if there bee not ſome- 
thing of Ei in our K1NG 5 diſpoſition, for though 
hee bee eſteemed inflexible by ſuch as hee hath once jud- 
ged adverſe; to his ends, yet hee. is much too ductile 
by thoſe who have once gotten prepoſleſſion in his goo 
thoughts, Wherefore if his Majeſtie ſeriouſly deſires 
to put us into a Condition of ſecuritie , ( which is i! e 


.onely remedy of our preſent diſtempers) hee muſt ra- 


ther provide for our indemnitie by proteſting agaut 
connvence at evill in his Subſtitures , than doing evall 
in his own p:rſon, For he himſelfe may beas guiltleſſe 
privately as E/i was, and yet in pudlke wee his Sub- 
jc&s may live as miſerably under his Popiſh Councel- 
jors, as the Children of Iſr2el di4 under Hophni and 
Phincas. 
The Law fayes the K1NG can dec no wrong , and. 
h B 3 Our

out of its Civilitie it imputes all miſcirriages in Go- 
vernment. to tateriour agents : but policy teaches ys, 
that though a Prince in Law bee not quelttonable tor it, 
yet 12 nature hee 15 ſtrangely blameable, and deeply 
chargeable , when Lee makes an ll cuoyce of inferiour A- 
Tents. 

 InLaw, it was the blame of Rehoboaws's young Coun- 
cellors, that fo unpolitick , and unworthy a diſguſt was 
given tothe great and honourable State of /ſraet : and ir 
was great pitty that they did nor ſuffer for it : Bur it 
was Rehoboams blame in policic, that hee would chuſe 
young Conncellors, and hee himſelfe was the greateſt 
loſer by it. The wiſedome of SOL o MO N would 
dire& him to make nſec of that Wiſedome which is ſel. 
dome to bee found but in hoarie heads, but the more 
fooliſh Rehoboam is, the more folicitous hee will bee 
ro finde ont vaine Conſorts, fit onely to. comply: with 
his owne folly. Had there been any particular good 
which Rehohoaw might have attained too by the preju- 
dice of his Subjects : the old Councellors in probabi- 
litie would have adviſed him to it : for they ſeemed 
ro take more care of the K1NG than of the people, 
(as they had done in their old Maſters dayes , to the 
danger of the nex SucceſlDOr ) Bur ſuci! is the temeri- 
tie of theſe green headed Statiſts, that they neyther 
ayme at the good of the people, nor of the KING: 
They ſeemed to imagine, that it was a ſufficient recom- 
mendation of a thing to a Prince , to repreſent it as dif- 
advantagious to the People, and in this they. failed not 
to plcaſe their raſh Lord, who was ſo farre from gi- 
ving ſatisfaction to the People, as that hee thought it 
profitable ro him to purchaſe their diſpleaſure ,,.though 
with the imminent hazard of his owne Crowne 3 where- 
fore it does not ſeeme ſo probable , that om

did take prepoſterous courſes , becauſe hee hapned 
upon prepoſterous Counſellors , as that hee did 
chuſe prepoſterous Councellors, becauſe he did af- 
fetedly addict himſelfe to prepoſterous Courſes, 
| And when the main fault was in his will, rather then his 
underſtanding, 'twas eaftc for him to erre in the moſt 
fundamentall point of all poliricks, and to placehis own 
peculiar g004, rather inthe publike diſprofit , then in 
the benefit of his Subjets. «Machiavell had never 
paſt for a wiſe man, had not all his ſubtill grounds 


tended to the purſuing of that advantage of KINGgs, 


which confifts in the peoples diſadvantage; and yet no- 
thing can be more contrary to wiſdome , or more re- 
pugnant to the Principles of ſolid Policic , then this 
very doArine 3 and without doubt, no wiſe mn will 
ſeek to excuſe him of ſottiſh folly , but by accuſing him 


of pernitious flattery 3 for if he did not wilfully rr 4 


PRINCES, as perhaps Rehoboams Councellors did, 
ſurely he did but publiſh to the world, the ſickly concep- 
tions of his own narrow heart. The vaſt buſineſſe of Go- 
vernment,, eſpecially where the Nation is great,or where 
many Nations are united, is not to be tranſ-aRed by any 
one man : where one man commands in chiefe , the moſt 
ſublime office of Government is attributed to him, bur 
the greateſt burthen , and moſt important cnarge muſt 
reſt upon the ſhoulders of thouſands, as well in Mon- 
archies, as in Democraſics , or clſe great obſtrutions 
will tollows 

When the Jews were but few in number , and mean 
of condition inthe Wilderneſſe, Moſes found the rule 
of them inſupportable without many afliſtants , he was 
driven to follow Tethroes Counſel! , as well to preſerve 


bimfelfe from being cruſh'd under too great a weight, 
AS. 
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25 to. open the courſe of Iuſtice to the Iſraelites, 
That part of Government , which- is-moſt extenſive, 
and laborious , which requires not onely moſt aQivity, 
but moſt skill in many ſeverall Arts, and Sciences mul; 
be undergone, and managed by multitudes of Agents, and 
io Monarchies,theſe Agents are more ſubjecX to one mans 
will, in Democracies lefle 3 but that part of Government 
which is Supream, and may be concentred in one man, 
i5 more facile and narrow , aud many times 'ris beſt dif- 
charged, when that one man leaves moſt to his Sub- 
ſtituces, and aſſumes leaſt to himſelf. Merry the third 
ruled better in his minority , when the higheſt As of 
his royall ſuperintending power were exerciſed by his 
ſervants, ten in his] maturity, when hee would 
arbitrarily ſtraine his ſuperintending power , to the 
over-ruling of his good Councellors, and preferringof 
bad. The greateſt honour of PRINCES ,is to be 
wiſe, and thegreateſt Wiſedome of PRINCES is, 
tochuſe fit inſtruments, and this choice cannot be with- 
out publike advice, yet weake PRINCES rcliſh no 
Honour in any {thing , but in enjoying their own wills, 
andtheir wills they conceive then to be moſt gloriouſly 
fulfilled, when they pleaſe themſelves by diſpleaſingtheir 
Subjecs, when in their eletions of Counſellors and Fa- 
vourites , the State has no ſhare at all , but is rather 
croſſed, and oppoſed. Was Gaveſton ſo deere to Ea- 
wardthe Second, becauſe he was a good Patriot ? No, 
if he had been ſuch, it had been a vulgar thing in E4- 
wardto uphold him, the power of agreat PR1NCE is 
moreeminent in chuſing inſtruments for his own wicked 
pleaſure, and then to uphold them , when whole Na- 


- ſceke to tcare them from their Maſters bo- 
OINS, |

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tisnot ſo Kingly to be regulated by wiſdome of 
Parliaments,as to doe as of meere witl;nor to con- 
curre with the publicke ſuffrages of a State, inthe 
promoting of good men, asto reje theprayers, 
&teares and cryes of Communities in the detend- 
ing of incendiaries, nor to aime at the ſatetic, aud 
prolperity of the people, asto compaſle private de- 
ſignes utrerly oppolite thereunto. That Royalty 
whichpropoſesto it ſelfthe flouriſhing condition 
of the Subje& as it's beſt eftabliſhment : has more 
regard to the depuration of worthy Otticers in 
State, then to any other perticu/ar intereſt; but 
fince flatterers have found out an other Royalty 
which propoſes to it ſel common fervility for the 
trueſt batis of it's grandour; He which can invent 
any thing for the Subje& below woodden ſhooes, 
and canvas breeches is a rare Polititian, to be va- 

lued equally with a Princes life,honour and prol- 

perity. Why was the price of Srrafford of greater 
eſteeme then the peace of three Kingdoms ? be- 

caule he was a Miniſter better affected to thisnew 

Royalty then the ſeverall States ofthethree ſeve- 

rall Nations: becauſe he was devoted not only to 

ſerve the King more then the Kingdome, buteven 

againſt the Kingdome:becaule ifhe could not add 
tothe Kings publicke puiſſance by adding tothe 
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States wealth and honour, yet he could addeto the 
Kings private ſplendor, by depreſſing the States 
wealth, and honour. It the King did protelle that 
he oughtto look uponthe Community as having 
ends contrary to his true Soyeraignty, and the hap- 
pineſle thereof, as inconfiltent with his LegallPre. 
rogative, then it were juſt and reaſonable thathe 
did imbrace no Minifters, but ſuch as were odi- 
ous to the people, nor purſue no ends but ſuch as 
were diſtructive to common Liberty. But ſince his 

rofeſlions and oathes look an other way,tiis moſt 
wonderfull thatin delegativg of Officers Mutary 
Iudiciall, &c, He ſhould ſo tar abhor Parliamen- 
tary advice, and approbation, and prefer allthe 

milerics of this bloudy warre before it: forit were 
better for us that Parliamentary advice, and ap- 
probation were rejeaed ia all other thingsghen 
inthe placeing ot publicke Miniſters, upon whoſe 
rulethe welfare of the State more depends then 
upon any other At of Royalty it ſelf.if we are not 
utterly miſtaken in point of Law, the great Officers 
of the Chancery, Admiralty, Treaſury and others, 
that are more properly the Kingdomes, then the 
Kings Miniſters,arc to be choſen in Parliament:and 
!ftheLawin ſpeciall rerms were not ſuch, yet by 
generall intendment of law all arduous affaires of 
gene; all 
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generall and great importance areto be tranſaRted 
by the Commands Counſel!l of the Land. Now wee 
well know,that the chuſing of publick Officers 1n- 
der g00d Kings,which will not chuſe a miſe, is not 
ot {0 generall, and great Importance, 4s it is ondes 
erverted Prices, who will chuſe none but ſuch as 
{hall unploy all their abilities and endowments a - 
eainlt the State, and to the diſlervice ofthe people; 
Lawy ers and Devines ſeidome diitinguiſh rightly 
herwixt that power of the King which is invelled 
in him by abſolure donation, an4 that which is 
mezrely fiduciary. Neicher doe they diftinguith 
berwixt that power Which is originally intrufted 
to the King, by the fundamentall conſtitution of 
this Kingdome, and that which is occaſionally by 
intermifſhon or non-uſer left ro the King at ſuch or 
ſuch times upon ſpeciall confidence ot his good- 

neſle. But policy muſt. needs reach ns, that no 

State can be long ſafe where all Kings are equally 

' truſted, and enabled, where the ſame King tha/l 

injoy that for ever asappertcyning to his andoubr- 

cd Prerogarive, which at any one time he has 
gavned, or wreſted from the people by his owne 
fraud, or force; or perhaps by the peoples neg!i- 
gence, or indulgence to his wiſe predeceſlors. 
Withour all queſtion, many ſmal;cr matters are 
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ruſted to: the Kings meere diſcretion, bur yet 
quates ſmailer matters onely. Whereas if the 
lame things become greater matters, as they may, 
then thepeoples right is nor to beprejudged, be. 
cauſc theLaw of publickeſafery is above all Lawes 
of Prerogative,or any other /aws whatſoever. For 
example, !t 7, S. be to cutt of the intavle of his 
Landin Parliamet; the King by his negative Voice 
may oppoſe him at bis pleaſure: bur it judgement 
be to be given againſt ſuch 2 notorious traitour ti; 
otherwile;and yet even ſuch a judgment too isnot 
alwayes alike: for in times of great diſtreſle it can- 
not be retarded, interrupted, or denied; becaucofthe 
extreae hazard to the State, & inſuch caſe the King has lel 
colour topretend to a negative voice then at other 
timesot more ſecurity:for as that which is of greater 
concernment,is notſo much within the Kings pow- 
er as that which is of leſfer,ſo that which is of leſſer 
concernment at one time in one reſpec, is ofgrez- 
terat an other time in an other reſpe&. Andit 
Lawyers find not theſe diſtin&ions in their reports, 
and yeare books,or if Devines findthem notinthe 
old Fathers, or in their Cannons of the Church, 
they muſt not forbid other men that ſtudie the in- 
trinſecall Rules ofState,to make uſe of more ge 
. nerall

nerall knowledge, then that which their bookes 
afford. The Biſhop of Armach has deciared him- 
(c[t in poiut of jtudgementagainſt the Parliament; 
[ tha!l onely demand of him whether he thinks 
himſelfe wiſer then the Lawes of England, or 
wacther he thinks himſelfe wiſer inthe Lawes of 
©n;/and thenthe miator part of both Houſes in Par- 
[{znent, One of theſe he muſt aftirme. Maſter 71o/. 
Cue his indgement does not concurre with the 
Pa:ltaments in ſuch a point of Law.lſhould de- 
1149 of him, whether Law muſt needs obſerye 
one rulein all caſes of publicke and of private mo- 
m.ats or wherher weare reſtrained from all equi- | 
tabie\liftiactions,aud interpretations except ſuch 
aswe find in Fitz Herbert, Cooke and Ployaen? or 
whether his or the Parliaments reſolution herein 
be more authenticali? ſurely t'were in vaine to 
trouble all our Counties, Cities, and Burroughs 
with ſuch Ludibrious elections, if ſome one By/op 
or one Barriſter could declare Law better then 
thoſe which enacted it, or enact Law better then 
thoſe for whom all Law was ordayned. The * 
Kingdome itſelf raken in it's diftuſive body can- 
not convene inany one place, norfix upon any 
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one certane reſoſution, otherwiſe in all extraordi. 
nary caſes, and iudgements, the finall deciſion 
ought to proceed from thence, therefore it mult 
be tormed into ſuch an Artificiall body as is fittto 
convene,and ro deliberate. And being lo formed, it 
hasinitall the perie&ion, and excellence ofthe 
detul;ve body. Tis true, the King may be hell a 
repreſentative of the people in ordinary caſes, for 
avoiding of amore troubleſome convention ,but 
11 extraordinary caſes when ſuch a convention 
is n-ceſlary,the Parliament 1s the onely true repre- 
tentative, and congxegated to the King for more 
perfeRtion ſake,or elſe itwere vainly congregated. 
And becauſe the people cannot be congregated 
at all, much leſſe in any more perfe& forme then in 
a Parliament, therefore the peoples utmoſt per- 
ſection is truly reſtding in the Parliament. Let not 
then any private man, Let not the King himſelfe 
undertake to define how farRegall power ſhall 
extendin udiciall or Military aftaires ( as ſucha 
perticular poſttion of things may happen, and ac- 
cording to all emergences) berter then the repre- 
tenrarive body of the Kinedome, which in no re- 
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whole Kingdome it ſelf :zmuch lefle let it be held a- 
oainſt Law,or diſparagabletothe King,to hearken 
to his Parliament, in the choice of State Officers, 
when ſo greata flax of Proteſtant Engliſh bloudis 
to be ſtanched thereby.lf the King would exempr 
us from fear, and thereto; e [Wears that he may ex- 
empt us, and yet will neicher ſufter us to chule 
Confidents for him, nor ſwear for ſuch as he kim- 
ſelt hall chuſe, when aur fears are chicfly groun- 
ded upon them, cither his intentions will ſeeme 
traudulenr, or his oathes nugatory; beſides our 
tears now cauſe us to look upon our Enemies not 
meerely as men rhat have a power inthe Kingsat- 
tke&ions, but as men that are likely to have a pow= 
erovertheKings Armes, and when the King per- 
haps may want prote&ion for himſelf ( if ſome 
timely prevention be nor uſed, ) how will hebe 
able to prote& us?T "15 pollible for an Army com- 


poſed of Paprſts, ſtrangers and thoſe of themer - | 


cenary trade of war, not onely to awe us, bur ſuch 
alſo as firſt rayſed them againſt us. Abſolure Em- 
Pipe ends nor{as is expeed) inthe freedome,but 

in the ſervitude of him, which ſores to the higheſt 
pich ofit, If thePretorian Legions ſet {/ars foot 
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upon the Senates neck, they will fo far ſer their 
owne feet upon Ceſars neck, as to ſell the Empire 
when they pleaſe,and to whom they pleaſe; A hun- 
dred Nations remaine in bondage to one Grand 
f1gntor by meanes of the Fanizarres, and yet thoſe 
Fanizarres retaine to themſelves a Supream con: 
troll over the Grand ſignior himſelt. The French 
King inioyes an arbitrary Prerogative more 
intirely, and more cheape then any Proxcethat | 
have read of, becauſe he neither relyes meerely 
upon 2n Army, nor meerely upon the Nobleſle of that czate 
whereby to oppreſle the Peſantry, but yery ſub- 
tilly he ſo makes uſe of both,as thathe 1s totally in- 
oaped toneither. But that Crowne has not of late 
ſuftered any violent ſhock, or concuſſion,it eyer it 
does, that frame of Government Will ſoone be 
ſhattered, and the great body of the Commu- 
nity W11l gainea party either amongſt the Nobleſle 
or the Sou'diary, When Margueſſe Hartford firſt 
ſtrained himſeif,to bring in Forces tor Prince Rue 
pert he did nor perhaps intendto make Prince Ru- 
pert ſo imperious over himſelt,8 over all our Eng- 
bh Nobility, as he isnow growne. Neither did Sir 
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Hopton thinke by all his meritorious ſervices to gaine ſuch 
a Rivall ro himſelfe, and to all the Gentry of Ezeland, as 
Captaine Leg. But now I feare they are ſubje@ ro more un- 
lIimitable Lords in the Campe, then ever they ſtomached in 
the Parliament, I pray God the King himſelfe donor finde 
the like. His Majeſtic needs no forraine diſcovery by Sir 
William Boſwells Letters, to advertiſe him of dangers, and 
conſpiracies againſt his ſacred Perſon, the defignes of the 
Teluites tf they proſper, as by favour ar Court they arc 
likely ) can never end bar in the ruine of himſelte , 
or of the Religion which he profefſes , there need to 
be no ſtrange Intelligencer to informe his Majeſtie of 
this, We my then knit up this point in a more ſhorr diſ- 
courſe: Somtimes Princes are voluntarily in bondage to their 
owne Creatures, as Themiftocles was, who whileſt he over- 
ruled all Athens, and Athens over-ruled all Greece, yet he was 
himſclte over-ruled by his wife, and his wife was over-ruled 
by her ſon: but this kinde of bondage is commonly more Co- 
micall. Ar other times, Princes ftand ingaged to the factions 
and forces by which their Dominions were atchieved, and 
muſt be ſupported, and this kinde of engagement uſes to be 
often very Tragicall; as the old Stories of the Romane Em- 
perours, and the moderne Stories of the Turkiſh Sultans, 
and of ſundry other inſolenr uſurpers in other nations do ſuf- 
ficiently teſtifie. It behooves Princes therefore, as well for 
their Subjects, as their owne ſakes, to avoid cither of theſe 
ſcrvile Conditians : let them not impoſe roo heavie a yoke 
upon their Subje&s, and they ſhall neither have cauſe, not 
diſpoſition to receive any other yoke upon themſelves. Bur 
though theſe additionall cauſes are free from exception in 
themſelves, yet as the caſe now ſtands, and as the Kings {uc- 
ceſſe of late hath been, ſome men may cavill perhaps, and 
oppole the raking of this Oath at this time. I ſhall reply lit- 
tle herein ; for it appears, as I conceive, that this Oath, as 1t 
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which the King had, or ought to have had n the other : and 
therefore without great impuration, and ſuſpicion this forme 
cannot be refuſed. I ſhall onely ſupplicate hrs Majeſtic, that 
he will pleaſe yer more ſol:citouſly, and intentively, to re- 
view and reſearch the true ſtate of this tranſcendent Caſe,and 
to come-to a more eouall impartial] debate about ir, as well 
with other men, as with his own conſcience: Let it be his 
Majeſties care to hear whatſoever can be intorced by reaſon 
from any perion whatſoever, let him put the Caſe all maner 
of ways.% rake a juſt confderation,in what condition he re- 
mains,it his Caule be juſt,or if it be unjuſt,or if it be dubious, 
or paitly juſt, and partly unjuſt, if he does nor caſt thus abour 
in {pight of all prejudice, and take in all ſuppoſitions from all 
Gdes,as the fatality ofthis controverſic now ftands,no exculc 
will be large enough to cover him from the condemnation of 
God or man. We will frft ſuppoſe his Majeſties Cauſe tobe 
juſt. chat he has oncly the defenſive part,and is neceſſitated to 
tight, and that the Parliament as yer hath offered no terms of 
Accommodation to him, but ſuch as are more unjuſt, then all 
the plagues of this calamitqus war. This, ſo being ſuppoſed, 
makes htm innocent, but yet moſt unfortunate, ic makes him 
the firft mag that ever Fortune pickt out ro ingage in ſuch a 
wretched deitruction of men and treaſure without blame. A- 
mongſt all his Anceſtors there will not appear, upon ſearch, 
orc of them-who was juſt,and maintained a juſt cauſe,and yet 
met with ſuch generall oppoſition from his Subje&s, much 
lefſe from the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament: 
How triviall ſoever the Kings ſide account this,there was not 
evera worſe prodigie in the world ro amaze any State, then 
this 1s, it it be true that the orderly preſentative Body of this 
Nation, has, cauſlefly, and unnaturally, riſen up againft their 
righteous king to-puriue him fo far, as ours now is. It is not 
co be denied, bur that ſome Parliaments have done ſome un- 
juſt rhings, when they have been wrought upon by the force 
or fraud of Princes; butno example can be fhewed, that ever 
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Parliament &id ſuch an unjuſt thing as this, contrary to all 
motives and influences of a gracious and religious Prince. 
Some of the kings party have argued thus; if Parliaments 
may erre when they are perfe&, having the concurrence of 
the Royall State with them, much more may they erre when 
the Royall State recedes from them, &c. But this I hold a 
grand miſtake, for if I have any reaſon to make a righr uſe of 
Story, Parliaments are repreſented to me never lefle liable ts 
 error,then when they receive lcaſt impreſſions from the king. 
With what regret then ought the king to look upon this un- 
precedented dyſaſter 2 Certainly, if he look upon us with a 
naturall eye, under ſuch unparalleled ſufterings,or upon him- 
ſelte witha pious eye, under ſuch an uncqualled aflition, it 
cannot but adminiſter thoughts of horrour ro him. Bawms Pa- 
ſtor ponit vitam pro ovibus , ſo ſaid that Prince of Peace, in 
whom onely there was no fin, and in whoſe flock, joyntly, 
and feverally taken, there was nothing elſe bur fin, and yer 
his death ſealed as much as his mouth afttrmed. Moſes ſeemed 
to preferre the well-fare of the obſtinate Jews, not onely be- 
fore all his temporall intereſts, bur alfo before his eternall at- 
adem in heaven ; and Saint Far ſeemed ro be rapt up with a 
ſpecies of the ſame zeale. The paſſions of fome heathen and 
hereticall Princes towards their liege SubjeRs, have been al- 
moſt above the pitch of humanity : with whart a {trange kinde 
of hypochondriacall frenzie did An7uſtrs Ceſar cry out, Rea- 
de mihi Legiones Fare e If the bloud of his Subjects had been 
drawn forcibly out of his own deareſt veins, it could not have 
parted from him with a ſtronger reſentment. Hoi did our 
Queen Mary,even to the death,Cdeplore the lofle 0: One Town 
In Picardie * With what ſtrange inſtruments did griete mas 
incifion in her heart, whileſt ir would inzrave tne name OL 
Callice there? The lofle of all kings in all wars ules to ve very 
dolorous, bur native kings in civil wars, when they 100k upon 
ſuch vaſt deſolation, as 1s now to be ſeen in England and 1re- 


land, muft needs think that their own intereſt, their own 10- 
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nour, their own ſafric is of Jeſſe conſequence. We will now 
ſuppoſe rhe kings Caule to be unjuſt, rhat the Parliament has 
nad none but loyall intentions rowards him, and his Royal! 
Dignity, nor has attempted any thing but to defend Re- 
ligion againſt the Papiſts, the Lawes of the Land againſt 
Delinquents,and the Priviledges of both Houſes againſt Ma- 
lignants: and on the contrary we will ſuppoſe that har pri- 
vate Counccll which the king has followed rather then his 
publike one, has aimed at the Arbitrary rule of France, and 
ro effect the ſame has countenanced Popery,and bnt pretended 
danger onely from the Parliament, from the City of London, 
and from the beſt affe&ed of the whole Kingdom. ui ſup- 
porir,non ponit : We will not aſſume, but preſume onely that 
:hegreat Councell of the Land 1s inthe right rather then the 
King, and his clandeſtine Councell, bur ſee what will follow 
pon this fuppoſition, if it prove to be true, as-it is neither 
impoſſible, nor improbable , if this be true, whar a formidable 
day 15 that to be, wherein the king ſhall render a ſtri& account 
for all the Engliſh Proteſtant blood which ha's heen iſſued 
out, and 15to be y<t iſſucdout in this wicked unnaturall quar- 
rell 2 Manaſſeh which filled Jeruſalem with blood, and made 
the kennells thereof flow with the precious blood of Saints, 
could not contract ſo black a guilr, as he that imbrues two 
iarge kingdomes with blood, and that with the blood of the 
beſt reformed Profeſſors of our Saviours Goſpell. That blood 
of Proteſtants which has been ſh:d by Papiſts, as inthe Pa- 
:1f1an maſlacre;that blood of Chriſtians which has been ſhed 
by Infidells, as in Turkie, that blood of Saints which ha's 
been ſhed by Hereticks,as inthe Arian Emperors dayes; that 
blood of ſtrangers which ha's been ſhed by Conquering 
U:urpers, as1n Pers of late, may admit of ſome colour, or 
excuſc as toſome degree of hainouſneſſe, and may plead for 
ſome kmde of expiation, bur this is beyond all thought or 
expreſſion : The goodly kingdom of Ireland is almoſt con- 
yerted into a Go!gorh tr and the more goodly kingdom of Fre: 
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Lud is haſting to a worſe point of deſolation : It muſt needs 
be therefore, that he to whoſe cruelty and injuſtice ſo much 
confuſion ſhal be imputed, muſt be perpetually abominated as 
a plague of humane kinde more monſtrous, and portentuous 
then any age formerly had the ſtrength to produce. The rip- 
ping up of a mothers womb, the firing of ſich a Metropolis 
as Rome was, were but ſtraines of vulgar, narrow- hearted 
cruelty ; Antichriſt himſelf may own the depopulation, and 
rey of our Brittiſh Ilands, as acts ;r7orthy of his dying 
ury, | 
ut it remain2s now inthe laſt place that we ſuppoſe ſome 
doubt to be in the caſe, or ſome mixture of 1njuſtice in ſome 
circumſtances : as that, though the King incline nor at all ro 
Popery himſelfe,yer he has favoured,and enabled Papiſts roo 
farre to do miſchiefe; and though he cannot with ſafety caſt 
himſelfe wholly upon the fidelity of rhe Parliament : yer he 
has no cauſe utterly to reje& their conſcnr,and approbation in 
the filling up of all places of publike power and rruſt as the 
emergent neceſſity of the times now 1s, nor to perſiſt in this 
all-conſuming war, rather then to condeſcend to an Accom- 
modation of that nature,if we lay down but this for ſuppoſed, 
we muſt needs conclude that the King ha's not punctually 
and duly diſcharged his Office, ſo as that he can clearly ac- 
quit, and abſolve himſelfe before God of this lamentablc 
effuſion of Chriſtian blood: For there muſt not onely be a 
perſpicuous juſtice in the Cauſe, bur an abſolute neceſſity of 
the war, when kings take up the ſword againſt ſuch a conſi- 
derable number of their Subje&s as our King now fights a- 
eainſt. Thongh the cauſe may be juſt, yer the war is not law- 
tull where the miſerable conſequences of it do too far out- 
ballance the iniquity of the condirions offered, and propoſed 
by the aſſailed partie ; wherefore if the meere and cleere 
juſtice of a cauſe cannot alwayes wipe off guilt, how ſhall he 
be pnrged from offence, whoſe cauſe is not torally juſt, nor 
undeniably evident in a war of this nature © It the King does 
| D:3. not - 
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not apparently fight for Antichriſt, yet tis moſt apparentthat 
 Antichiiſt does fight for the King, the whole Hierarchy ha's 
declared their ingagement by publiſhing Bulls,& by ſending 
ſupplies into 1relard, & England out of {everall PopiſhCoun- 
ries: On the other ſide it the Earl of Eſſex does not apparently 
fight for Chriſt, yet it ſeems very probable that Chriſt fights 
for him,for our great Armies within the circle of this laſt year 
have four times met, and {til the Kings fide hath gone off with 
lofſe and diſadvantage.” Redding being begit with his Excel- 
lencies forces,all his Majeſties power could not relieve it,yet 
Gloceſtcr being begirt by his Majeſties forces, his Excellency 
- found meanes to relieve it. And as for Edge-hill and Newbery, 
though neither ſide was totally routed, yet the maſtery ofthe 
field was left to his Excellency,and had not fraud done better 
ſervice to the King then force, ſcarce any other encounters in 
other parts had been proſperous to his Popiſh Armies. Theſe 
things ſcem to make the kings Cauſe at leaſt dubious, for it 
were ftrange it intheſc latter dayes Chriſt and Antichrift 
ſhould be fo far'reconciled in any one cauſe as to unite their 
battailes in the ſame expedition,or to pitch their tents in the 
ſame field; and grant any doubt in this caſe, and the king can 
never be capable of juſtification in proſecuting it ſo far with 
fire and {word, for the king has already ſworne to uphold and 
preſerve intheir intire vigor the Lawes of the Land, andthe 
Priviledges of Parliament, and we cannot deny bur even this 
doubt might be decided by the Lawes in Parliament, or by 
ſome other Judicatory out of Parliament; if the king would 
referre1t to [uch a deciſion; if th: king will admit of no Ju- 
dicatory to determine this matter, what are all our Laws,and 
Priviledg.s worth - It he will admit of one, bur doubts 
what it is, and will not be r:{olved by his Parlizment in that 
doubr, what will all his oathes profit us, what will all his 
ccep profeſſions of favour ty our Laws and Priviledoes ſtand 
us 1n ſtead? All thoſe {uppoſitions {everally or joyntly make 
it maniteſt, that this war, if it can be ended by a juſt oath on 
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the kings f1de,not at all departing from the ſ-nſe,and intent of 
his former Oaths,or from the nature of hrs kingly office, will 
charge all theſe inexpiable miſchiefes upon him, if ir be re- 
fuſed : Nay,when the king 15 not certaine of Victory, and yet 
hach by ſo many dreadfull oathes debarred himſelf from all 
advan'ages by vicory: if this devouring war (wherein fo 
much loſſe 1s, and no gaine at all ro countervaile it) be fill 
protracted, and preferred before a compoſition of this nature, 
turure ages muſt needs ſuſpect, that love of ruine, and diſtra- 
con, and a perfect hatred tothe very nature, and being of 
mai was the execrable cauſe of it: To recommend this Me- 
thode of Pacification to the king, I ſhall ſay no more, and to 
recommend it now to the Parltamen:,very little will be fitto 
be {aid, in regard that king are more devoyd of Counſaile, 
then Parliaments; I ſhall thus onely contra my ſelfe. 

It we have reſpe& to Almighty God,an appeale to him by 
Oath, is not lefſe beſceming Chriſtianity then an appeale by 
[word ; foreught I can underſtand, this is rather a way of 
ingaging divine Juſtice, then of diſingaging it, if we may be 
permitted to uſe ſuch a word. If we have reſpect to the king, 
no courſe can better ſave his honour or oblige his juſtice then 
ths. | 
It we have reſpe& to the Parliament,no other argument can 
more clearly vindicate their innocency and loyalty then this. 

If we have reſpe& to Precedents, this is a tranſaction of 
ytate exceeding ancient. 

If we have reſp=& to the prefent occafton, our affaires are 
now in a condition ſo good, that fear cannot be upbraided ro 
us, and the Summer is ſo far ſpent, and our ſuccefſe hath hi- 
therto been ſo equilibrious, that we have noreaſon to preſume. 
If we haverelped to the furure, as the Armies may atl- 

band without turmoile, ſo we may all meet and incorporate 
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then by any other. The old word of Command (4s you were 
will reduce us to that Poſture, in which the beginning ofthis 
Parliament found us; and then if the King obſerve this oath, | 
he will incline to favour a due reformation, and conſequently | 
decline thoſe rocks upon which he' ha's of late unpolitickly 
both caſt himſelf, and the Stare , if he obſerve it not,nonew | 
advantage will accrue to him by this disbanding of both Ar. | 
mies, but perhaps diſadvantages, rather; and certainly he will | 
neither ingrariate himſelte with God nor man by temerating ! 
{uch a Sacred PaCtion. 

The cauſe of all our miſeries is meer obſtruction of juſtice, 
and ſuch obſtru&ion as nothing could worke but the urmoſt | 
power of a king: Now for the opening of obſtruRions, this 
oath,if ir be kept uaviolated,is as effeQuall as any other ex- | 
pedient whatſoever ; and we may hope that it will be kept. 

Bur fofr,I crave pardon for ſaying ſo much,or inſiſting up- 
on any inducements at all,for I know both Scots and Engliſh | 
arcnow intereſſed herein, and I reprefent theſe things to the 
{upreame wiſdom of two the moſt religious Kingdomes in | 
the world.
